And the men return with their gol 
richer—abler. to command. the..luxuries of 
life—with more abundant means of entering 
upon a career of dissippation:;..bat no better 
men, no more deserving ef admiration, no 
more worthy of esteem or spplause—often, 
indeed, worse men, hardened in heart, and 
corrupted in nature, because of their very 
wealth. 

We must set up some other test than gold, 
then, for true success in life. What shall it 
be? In this country the possession of actes. 
gives a man a good weight ia society; and 
generally it gives him a high standing. A 
long rent-roll and as long a pedigree—- 
these are the standards of success come down 
to us from the feudal times. But the gold- 
gatherers are coming in upon these men, and 
buying them out. We hear succesful labor- 

ers, successful merehants, successful bankers, 
— suceessful manufacturers, becoming large 
landed proprietors, and rapidly taking the 
place of the old squires and landed aristo- 
cracy of the country. But this is only the 
power of gold in another form : and we must 
have another test besides either breadth of 
acres or length of purse.

Has he acquired, not mere gold or 
acres, bat virtue, benevolence, and wisdom f 
Is he distinguished, not for his ingots, but 
for bis philanthropy? That is the only true | 
test ofa man.

The steamer Hermann brings over a remark- 
able document in the shape of a Circular, addres.

the Emperor, by the Cabinet of St. Petersburg, 
which gives at some length the causes which 
have induced the present state of affairs between 
the two powers. We had intended to give our 
readers a compend of this interesting paper, but 
in its stead extract the following article from 
the Mercury, which also embraces other topics 
of interest: 

“The mails by the Herman bring us several in- 
teresting matters touching the great question 
of the moment,—the prospects of war and peace. 
Among these may be noticed the continued un- 
belief in war, expressed by nearly all the jour- 
nals; and apparently shared by all the Govern- 
mente and people of Western Europe ; and this 
in spite of an apparently steady advance towards 
a collision, The Russian armies in great force , 
are hanging, like a loosened avalanche, on the 
brow of Turkey ; the British and French fleets 
are moving towards Constantinople ; the Czar 
has made peremptory demands upon the Sultan, 
who has definitely rejected them. What more is 
needed fora war? A hundred years ago, and 
they would have been fighting and half through 
by this time, om such an issue; now, as Carlisle 


yet consentedto war; consequently the fighting 
is put off, till the insurance offices have settled 
their accounts, and the merchants can make 
up their minds to a new state of things. But 
at the very best, commerce in general must suf. 
fer from war, though a few may make fortunes, 
and therefore we may reckon upon the whole 
vast influence of trade as in favor of peace. 

Another of the interesting items by the Her- 
man’s mails, in that the British home fleets have 
been concentrated, with a view to a decisive 
dash into the Baltic in the event of a hostile 
movement of the Russians towards Constanti- 
nople. If we could be sure that this was more 
than a mere newspaper speculation, we should 
look upon it as very ominous of trouble; but it 
is probably only a mere phase of the flurry into 
which the British Government has been thrown 
by the chance of that phenomenon in modern 
politics,-2 European war. Probably it has no 
more meaning than the recent despatch of one 
or two superanouated steamers, by the United 
States, to the cod n mackerel fisheries of 
Nova Scotia. 

But by far the most intentions and import- 
ant matter furnished us by this foreign mail, is 
an official copy of an elaborate exposition of the 
proceedings of Russia, addressed by Prince Nes- 
selrode, to the Governments of Western Europe. 
It is too long for insertion in our paper, but we 
are bound to say the purport of it is altogether 
adverse to the conclusions of English journal- 
ists as to the designs of Russia. In the first 
place, it disavows in the most explicit terms all 
designs of territorial-aggrandisement at the ex- 
pense of Turkey. After the failure of the mis- 
sion of Prinee Menschikoff, sach a distinct disa-~ | 
vowal ought to ha vs great weight; for the fail- | 
ure of that mission is the assumed ground of | ® 
war.

“Although: we haye accounts of pretty general 


July, yet the-sensons have come too date to be 
of general benefit. The corn crop will fall very 
far short of an average yield in most sections, 
and in many, the farmers will not be able to 
gather back the seed planted. We are glad to 
know, however, under such untoward circum- 
stances, that the fair yields of the past year or 
two has left a large amount of old corn in the 
crib, and that the present grain crops of the 
North and West are as good as could be desired. 
From these sources sufficiency can be obtain- 
ed to prevent actual suffering, and that too at a 
moderate price. 

We notice that a panic is raging; in some 
parts, from an apprehended scarcity, which has 
advanced the prices at leust 50 cents per bush 
el. We are sure that this quite annecessary, 
and that the present high rate cannot rale for 
any length of time. As soon as the large sur- 
plus of grain in the western country can be 
brought into the new and unaccustomed chan- 
nels now required, and our great facilities for 
transportation be carried into effect, the supply, 
we think, will be made equal to the demand 
and the prices recede to a more reasonable rate. 
We would not pay a cent above seventy-five 
cents per bushel for corn, except for present 
necessities ; and we are mach mistaken if it 
commands as high a rate in Chester next winter.
